cessently Upay for scvernhdays in succes- 
sion, during which time he cats acarccly 
any solid food. At tho end of n week ur 
two, having spent all hia money, and per- 
haps pledged bia watch, the further supply 
of drink is stopped. He now recover:^ 
fjom the stupefying effects of tho alcohol ) 
and, reflecting upon hia folly and (he emp- 
tineas of his jjocketa with feelings of vesn- 
tion, shnmc, and remorse, he becomes more 
aud more fretful and excited, and soon, 
with an enfeebled body nnd au irritated 
mind, bc becomes thoroughly under the 
influence of " the liorrora."

UsuaUy he wJIL 
atiswer questions correctly when they arc 
put to him, will nut out bia tongue, or do 
whatever you biu him to do, in a tremu- 
lous and agitated manner, ihen quickly ho 
wanders away into n region of shadows 
and fictions.

YeaseX Wrecked on tho Island. 



On FrMay evening J^, the eohooner 
Ann Jane Marsh^'oi Port Hope, Captain 
BuroB, went ashore on the Island, west of 
the " tJap," A violent storm was raging 
at the time, and the sea broke heavily over 
the vessel; rendering it imposaiblc for the 
unfortunate crev^", sr-en in number, to 
make any attempt to reach the shore. — 
They were i here fore compelled to tatoref- 
ugc in tho riggings where the captain and 
one of bb men secured themselves with 
ropcd in such a manner as to pri^clude tho 
possibility of their being washed over- 
board J but the remaining five retreated to 
Uio cabin, where Ihey spent a night of 
most intouEc suffering, partially submerged 
in water: The suHcring of the captain 
and hia compunion in the rigging wero 
equally orcrutiating, for every wavo that 
smote them left a penetrating moisturo be- 
hind, which rapidly congealed, and con- 
vcjlcd tbeir garments into chilling robes 
of ice. For hours afterwards, tbcso un- 
fortunate beings, assailed hy wind, wntcr, 
frost and snow, kept their long and weary 
vigil, watclnng anxiously, but almost hope- 
lessly for the tardy dawn. Itclief fortun- 
ately came with the daylight, aa tho wreck 
was seen about seven o'clock on Saturday 
morning, by Mr. David Ward, sen r., an 
old resident on tho Island, who immedi- 
ately despatched bis eon, William' Ward, 
and Berry, tho champion oarsman^ to tho 
ag.^ifilQnee of tbo iniperjllcd mariners. The 
firet attempt to rcacli tho wreck wns frus- 
trated by the swamping of the boat con- 
taining tbogullnotrcficuerrf,but tho second 
ono was more Kucccmful, and resulted in 
tho safe removal to the shore of two of tho 
sufTercrs, faint end nuinb after tho night's 
eitpo,Huro> After two moro ttipa to tho 
wreck, and at the peril of thdr Jives, the 
heroic Ward. and, Berry fiucccctlcd in res- 
cuing the romninder of tho crew, all of 
whom were to a degree, nnd tbrco totally 
pro.^trated, by tho perils nnd fatigues 
through which they bad just parsed, Tho 
BufFcrcra wero conveyed to Mr, Ward's 
house, wliithor the three most exhausted 
of them had to bo aseiatcd.

The rcfiultot thofightwas tho 
utter rout of the Indians. '■ Black Ket- 
tle" and one hundred Indians wero killed 
and the entire camp waseaptured, includ- 
ing fiftythrco women and cbildron* Tbo 
proncrty captured at Iho Indian village in- 
oludcd 87G poQica, 1,123 buffalo robes and 

skins, D15 pounds of powder,, 1,000 pounds 
load, 4,000 arrows, 700 pounds of tobacco, 
beaidcs rifles, pislob, bowa, lariajs, and an 
immcnao quantity of dried meats and 
other provjDions. On ibo sido of tho 
Americans two ofGcers and nineteen men 
wore killed, three officers nnd cloven men 
wounded. Two white children wero re- 
captured from tbo lirdiana, but during tho 
tho fight outfiido (ho village tho Indian 
women had brutally murdojcd ono white 
woman and child.

Od Mondaj Is^t, A, T, Sten-art & Cii^s 
msgnifiiceai LuiidiDg, OQ Broadway, was 
opeotd tbroii^bout for the first tioie. For 
the p^st two ye^ri the fiaiihed portion bas 
been lie moodier dry ooods ilordi of Amer- 
ica: bat th-i' completion of the Tvhole build- 
\u^ has more iban doubled tbe former size. 
The store eilende over one entire block, 
^iih the eicq-iJOQ of a small corner not 
yet :^pjjropi'Liiled, iod covers more than 
two icres of ground. It ji dJvided into 
eight floors, including tho^e underground, 
and gives el^Ltttn acre^ of space for tbe 
display of dry ^oodi. It i£ built eotirelj 
of iron, painted white^ and, at first sight. 
ba3 tbe appearance of a huge marble fac- 
tory, and throughout. tbe eighteen aeres 
comprbed in thi^ bmldiug, -ijiere 13 not 
one vfall. Irt'D beams £Upport€3 by iron 
colutnES bupport tbe enonuoua weight. 
In the centre is a magnificent rotimda, lite 
that of a cathedral, witb aisles on both 
eides leading to ibe various ^ides and eo- 
traflocfl of tb Jfitore. Tbe;^ aUlesare tised 
for tbe exbibition of goods, aod tbe inter- 
ior of the rotapdalt^eTfon one floor 19 Uied 
eiclu£iveiy fgj-the bu\c of ladies' gloves 
aioae, Paltfi million doilars are annually 
'■turned over,*' dnd one Freoch firm de- 
votes itfl time eieluiively to the supply 
of (gloves for A. T. Hieirart & Co. Tbe 
building is parcelled ofi* witb a view to 
fatiUtating the purchases of tiie customers, 
each floor baa ils particular ^oods, and 
are sub-divided in a still further inauner, 
Tbere ia a hrg& '*d'jrk room/' as it 15 
called, for the ti=e of ladies choosing cven- 
iDgdreE^e^, andon Ihisfioor iaa ironderful 
piece of AubuEsoQ tapestry. It represents 
a view of the harbour of MarselUts, and 
was worked entirely by band, it Tvaa 

exhibited at (he Paris Eipodtion of tast 
year, and cozt thiriy-fivc ihous^nd francs. 
There is a lift by i^hich ladies can go from 
floor to floor without tifitjg Ihem^elveg. 
The building ij lit by glass cbandelferfi, 
eacb of vrbicb is lighted separately and in- 
filantaneously. This h done by means of 
cleetricity. One floor of tbe buildin;^ ia 
given exclusively to carpels^ another lo 
dreas-makiog, upholstry-fiHiD;;, ctc^ and 
the upper, or tixih floor eontainBiromeo3C 
tanke, filled water, for Ibe t^eticral oec of 
the t5tahli=hment, and in case of fire. 
The bastinciit is divided into compart- 
menis, one of which is the engine room, 
coDlainin^i tiTo priir oi' doui^le eugint'S^ 
Etven tteam pumpSj itnd eiglit boilers. 
There U another fioor benealb tUa, called 
the Eub-cellar, used for (general ttorago, 
and in wbid) riK ihe pijtos for healing ijio 
building. Tb'^re are uptvards of two tbou- 
Eand employeti ir* (be itorc, five hundred 
of whom arc salesin^n. On Monday, and 
throughout the evonirk^?, tho us an da of peo- 
ple flocked to see the ttore, promenading 
tbroujjh its aislea and corridors, and giv- 
ing the place ifieappearahce of a dry goods 
fair.

Alligators in India. 



The alligators are very dangeroua crea- 
in the Vellore Fort ditch. I have beard 
of sevcnJ dreadful accidenla happening at 
different times. I recollect one lameot- 
ahle o<^Gurri^ncc taking place ehortly before 
our arrival. Many of the natives aro io 

the habil of feeding them with live fowls, 
ducks, sheep, <^c-, ^., and are very care- 
less how they veottire to tbe edge of the 
ditcb. Ji so happened that ao unfortu- 
nate boy, while crossing the causeway al- 
ready mentioned, saw a Urge alligator 
cloie to him. and hnving fiome bread in 
j bis bands, stooped and eat down, with bis 
feet dan^liuij over the side, and amUfifid 
himself by throwing in piecea of the bread, 
which tbe alligator snapped up. Little 
did the poor wretch know of what was 
coining ! Another largo monster, from 
behind, crawled up tbe embankment 
(which was in a dilapidated state m those 
days, without any water,) and seizing bis 
victim by the hinder part, plunged back 
with Lim in his jaw3. The poor little 
fellow shrieked and cried in vain. A 
sentry on one of the pastions heard ibe 
cry, and lookii>g through the embas'l?re, 
boteld the dreadfnl sight of the wretched 
boy struggling in ibe jaws of his formid- 
able destroyer, while the alligator writhed 
and twisted violently, mangling his victim 
most horridly^ and rendering escape im- 
possiUop There was no help; the boy 
could not have been saved ; the sectry 
called out to the guard, but before any- 
body came tbe monster had disappeared 
with his prey, and alJ was stilS; the only 
thing visible of the catastrophe being the 
blood-stains in the grass, and the dis- 
coloured state of the water. The au- 
thorities have oftentimes determined on 
destroying these animals, but have been 
prevented doing so, on account of the 
natives, who hold them in veneration, in 
consequence of their having been placed 
there by so great a man as the tyrant 
Hyder. The presence of a vast MosTem 
population in the Pettah ia also a sufficient 
reason for their not being injored. And 
Tippoo'fl old ladies have declared that, if 
any of them are dcatroyed, woe would be- 
tide those who did the deed. 



London at Midnight. 

It is, perhaps, at nighty near twelve 
o'clock, dwgg tbe three months of winter, 
that the hiS^s aspect of London poverty 
is best seen. The hum of life has ceased. 
The &bops are closed. The' gio palaces 
have tbrubt out the beastly crowd, some 
lo s^ek shelter under ibe benches lu tbe 
parts, olbers in the nitehes in the pubHo 
buildings, and others fitill in the litter of 
the markets. The only living creatures 
that still haunt thestreeta are the wretched 
toagdalencs. On doorsteps crouch home- 
less children. In (be dust heaps arc bur- 
rowed rag-pickers. And, where the main 
is beini' mended and the <'^a haunts its 
ragged flame, a heap of fhivering wretches 
are stretched among piles of btone and 
mounds of earth. In Playhouse Yard, 
where the " llefugc" gives gratuitously 
(0 each of the first six hundred ap- 
plicants, after Dow Bolls hoB gone mid- 
night, n hod for rest an<l a loaf for break- 
fa.=t, more than twice that number is ns- 
fconibled. The blue shoeless feet of tho 
children; palo infanta at the Lrea.stH of 
half starved Uiotliers; the wrangling of 
greedy nii^n and hoys for places nCv^rest 
the bars that guard the door; beggars of 
every race and every ernft aud calling — 
the friendless and penniless, tho impostcr 
and nnfortunate, tbe Lasear and thePole^ 
seeking eleemosynary ebclter and bread 
with the Ravage craving of etar^ing wolves
